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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the Examiner is not persuaded of any error in her 
rejections set forth in the final rejection mailed 11/21/2003, In particular, even though Leanna is drawn to a cylinder holding an 
embossing plate and not a cylinder for holding a printing plate as recited, it is the Examiner's position that embossing and printing are 
such closely related arts as to be considered analogous. Furthermore, the Examiner points out that she is particularly relying upon 
Leanna to show that it is well known in the art to have a magnetic drum for holding a plate comprised of magnetic material upon the 
surface of the drum. Additionally, it is the Examiner's position that it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to provide 
the specific magnetic drum/plate arrangement as taught by Leanna in the device of Montgomery to provide the well recognized 
advantages of that arrangement--i.e., to provide an easily removable plate on the drum, to provide a plate that is secured to the drum 
without having any interruptions in the print pattern, etc. Additionally, one of ordinary skill in the art would also recognize that the use of 
a registration system such as that taught by Leanna insures proper alignment of the print/embossing surfaces on the plate . 
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
